NOMICALLY UTILIZED.

With 
higher heads a large amount of power 
can be obtained from fewer and smaller 
wheels, with higher speeds, and there- 
fore, cheaper generating apparatus. Un- 
der ‘average conditions, it may be 
taken as a rule that the higher the 
speed of operating, the less will be the 
cost of the generating plant.

Byron D. Halstead, a State botanist 
of New Jersey, has sent out a warn- 
ing, and would have cultivators take 
great care if they expect to save their 
favorites. He says that his attention 
was first drawn to the existence of the 
blight, or “rust,” in October, 1897. Pre- 
vious to that European chrysanthemum 
experts had been sadly familiar with 
the malady, and one of them had said 
of it: “Every gardener should be care- 
ful where he obtains cuttings and 
plants, otherwise he may unwittingly 
wmtroduce the rust into his collection.” 
The effect of the disease Be wy the 
plant is that it becomes dwarfed, with 
small leaves, which are brown on the 
under side. The small, stiff. nearly 
leafless steams end in stunted heads, 
that develop into unsatisfactory flow- 
ers, ‘while all over the plants is a 
brown powder, like tobacco dust. As a4 
preventive the  follage should 
sprayed with an effective fungicide. 
And if the rust appears the affected 
parts should be destroyed at once. If 
the disease spreads there is only one 
thing to do—burn the whole stock and 
start afresh.

CERTAIN TONES. 


Strong, Sensible Speech by Hon. George 
H. Maxwell, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the National 
Irrigation Congress. 


Able Arguments Against Cession of Arid 
Land to States anf in Favor of 


Water Storage Under Federal 
Authority and Patronage. 
Ringing Resolutions Favoring National 
Reservoir Sites by Which the Waste 
Water of the Winter May Be 
Utilized During Dry Seasons.

Mr. Maxwell dealt mainly with illus- 
trations that were familiar to the 
farmers of Arizona and Southern Cali- 
fornia in his demonstration of the 
proposition that only through the aid 
of the national government can the 
arid wastes of the Southwest be re- 
deemed. He hammered the ‘“water- 
right" schemes and showed that they 
had been failures without exception, 
while the codperative canals had almost 
invariably been successful. Cession of 
arid lands to the States and Territories 
he declared nothing more than a 
scheme whereby the heritage of the 
tollers would be turned over to vast 
corporations, such ag now hold such 
immense areas in Texas, to the detri- 
ment of the homeseeker. “If you want 
to sound the death-knell for Arizona,” 
he declared, “have the desert lands 
ceded to the Territory, and then turn 
them over to great syndicates. Among 
the public men of the West, your Gov- 
ernor is alone in his advocacy of this 
ee and he has represented in 

ashington that the people of the Ter- 
ritory are with him in his views.” He 
believed there would be little trouble 
in securing Federal water storage, 
“were it not for the apathy of the 
people of the West and for the activity 
of those who oppose the definite policy 
of the last national! tion con- 
gresses and who cross-hobblie the prop- 
osition by oft-repeated assertions that 
the need and desire of the Territory is 
State cession.” 

The speaker stated his belief that 
the people of the East are far 
from opposed to the reclamation of 
the western deserts. The expansion 
idea is in the air and the statement is 
easy of demonstration that the con- 
quest of arid America is fully as im- 
portant as is the and col- 
onization of the llippines.

THE AMOUNT OF COLORING POW- 


ER IT DEVELOPS. 
(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) _ 
NEW YORK, Dec. 23, 1893.—The 
amount of coloring power which can be 
derived from coal tar is astonishing. 
One ton of good carnel coal will give, 
by distillation, about twelve gallons of 
tar. From this tar are produced one 


carbolic acid, six pounds of naphtha- 
lene, half a pound of anthracene, and 
small quantity of xylene. From each 
of these substances are produced spe- 
cial sets of colors. From bengzine come 
fine yellow, orange, green, blue, and 


browns and pinks; from naphthalene, 
reds, yellows and greens; from xylene, 
the finest scariets, and from anthra- 
cene, the well-known Turkey red. A 
pound of coal will yield an ounce and 
a half of tar, from which can be de- 
rived dyes sufficient to color in various 
tints about twelve feet of flannel three- 
quarters of a yard wide. When it is 
remembered that over ten million tons 
of coal are used for gas making every 
year in this country alone, the quan- 
tity of coloring matter available is 
seen to be almost inestimable. In fact, 
the development in the manufacture 
of coal-tar colors within a short space 
of time stands unique in the history of 
commerce. The raw materials alone 
exported from England consume an- 
nually before their conversion into col- 
oring matters, 70,000 tons strong sul- 
phuric acid, 30,000 tons of carbonate of 
soda, 40,000 tons hydrochloric acid, and 
large quantities of various other chem- 
icals.

SHIPMENTS RESUMED 


FRUIT SENT EAST ON RAIL- 
ROADS ROUTING TERMS. 


the citrus-fruit shippers of 


tittle from the stand they took when 
the order regulating routings went into 
effect January 1. Their action is by 
no means a surrender to the companies, 
but is taken after careful considera- 
tion of the several courses left open 
them. Tire fact that the shipments 
made under protest was noted on 
bills of lading and the railroad com- 
were formally notified in writ- 
in various places that by sending 
loaded cars east the shippers did 
aGmit the right of the companies 
demand absolute control of the rout- 
but that the shipments were made 
order to save the fruit which had 
loaded and in order also to 'pre- 
t an unwarranted advance in price 
in the s@€veral eastern markets, such 
an advance.under the circumstances 
not being desired. 

Last night all the cars through this 
part of the State which had been stand- 
loaded since Janua 1 
warded east, or as mahy of them as 
could be sent out last night were for- 
warded, the others following this morn- 
ing. In making the shipments the rail- 
road companies gend out the cars that 
had first been loaded in advance of the 
others, order to insure delivery of 
the fruit first packed and remove the 
Ganger of its rotting in the cars. By 
noon today every car of oranges that 
has been loaded this week will have 
been started east. On account of the 
rain throughout this portion of the 
State shipments of fruit will be stopped 
for a time, because ‘it will be impossi- 
ble for the orange pickers to do any 
work for several days. By the time 
that picking is again resumed. it is 
expected that the growers and shippers 
will have decided upon somf® line of ac- 
tion by which the controversy with the 
railroads will be settled. Just what 
that course will be those most inter- 
ested do not now Know; in fact there 
seems to be a total absence of any defi- 
nite plan by which the shippers hope 
to have the objectionable order §re- 
scinded. If any concerted action is to 
be taken by the exchanges and the 
fruit-growers, the preparations for it 
have not been made public and up to 
the present time the only open stand 
that has been taken against the unjust 
ruling of the railroads appears to have 
been that of the Consolidated Forward- 
ing Company. That company took the 
initiative in the matter, and it was that 
company which its cars, offered 
its fruit to the railroad companies, 
and then appealed to the p ent of 
the railroads for relief. While they 
did not secure the relief that they asked 
for the company is the only organiza- 
tion which is known to be openly in 
the fight, and although the several ex- 
changes admit that the effect of the 
action of the railroads if allowed to be- 
come permanent would be fatal to the 
fruit business in this section, they 
have not, so far as known, done any- 
thing except to give moral support to 
the action of the Consolidated For- 
warding Company. 

Ever since the routing deal between 
the railroads ‘went into effect Monday, 
and ever since the railroads refused 
to accept the shipmemts uniess the 
routing clause was stricken from the 
shipping instructions, the Forwarding 
Company has been consult! its at- 
torneys as to how to proc It was 

the advice of attorneys that the 
loading of the cars continued after the 
routing order had been promulgated, 
and it was by the advice of their at- 
torneys that the loaded cars were of- 
ered to railroad companies for 
shipment. When these nders were 
refused, it was by the advice of their 
attorneys tnat the Forwarding Com- 
pany yesterday decided to forward its 
cars under protest, and the form ‘of 
that protest was prepared by the at- 
torneys. The effect of this protest be- 
ing a matter for future determination, 
and the shippers, in so far as these 
SS shipments were concerned, 

ving come to the railroads’ terms as 
to the routing clauses, “the agents for 
the cempanies accepted the shipments 
and the fruit went east. 

That the shippers have been holding 
something in reserve, and that there 
was something of importance behgtd 
their action in strenuously cont ng 
the rallroads’ terms, and then seem- 
ingly weakening, is indicated by. a 
statement made last night by Presi- 
dent Natzger of the Southern California 
Fruit Exchange. He was asked what 
the effect of the sending of the fruit 
east after the protest had been made, 
would be, and replied: 

“In taking this action the shippers 
have not surrendered any of their 
rights, and they remain in exactly the 
same attitude on the question as be- 
fore the shipments were made. The 
fruit was sent out under protest, and 
that protest will not be without effect 
when the final question is determined. 
In this metter the growers and ship- 
pers had a definite object in view, and 
their action since the objectionable or- 
der went into effect. has been taken 
with a view to accomplishing that pur- 
pose. Just what that was I cannot 
now say, for by making it public we 
would be disclosing an important point 
in our case, a point which we 


sired, but they have not been without 
benefit to us, for the effect ef this 
protest and this holding up of the 
fruit has been partly what we have 
desired. What this means, and how 
we have been benefited by it will ap- 
pear in good time. I consider . this 
only the skirmish line of the general 
fight, which is to follow, and we are 
therefore not taking an\& hasty action 
in the matter, but are ering 
every step and meeting every condi- 
tion as it arises.” 

Mr. Naftzger was then asked how it 
happened that the Consolidated For- 
warding Company is the only ship- 
ping organization which appears to be 
making a fight on the matter. He re- 
plied that such was not the case. He 
said that the exchanges and certain 


independent fruit companics have had’ 
cars on the tracks since Monday, and 


that these cars were forwarded iast 
night with the others. The reason these 
concerns have not been known in the 
matter is that their actions have not 
been made public, but that they have 
nevertheless been in the t and in- 
tend to stay in it. He asse there is 
no division on the matter among the

His playing of the double- 
fast scherzo was an exhibition of virtu- 
osity thoroughly appreciated by an 
audience containing an unusyally 
large number of professional musielans.
